An almost unanimous failing of directories is that 
they are never accurate* The nature of the data 
gathering process and the problems of compilation 
are so time-consuming that the inf ormati on is 
always out of date when it is published* 

Tlfl^ particular directory is no exception: in most 
cases changes in the staff, collection or other 
resources have occurred* The overall picture is 
accurately represented, however, and it is not the 
% exactness of the figures but rather the pattern of 

sex^ices and the relative comprehensiveness of the 
libraries that is the important finding to empha*- 
size. 

The goals of the project are threefold: (1) to 
permit residential facilities to compare their pro- 
grams with others in the country, (2) to allow 
librarians and audiovisual specialists working in 
the field to gain some insij^ht into the activities 
and resources of their sister organizations, and 
(3) to provide a basis for sharing of materials, 
skills and ideas among facilities with similar 
populations and interests* 

There sure, of course, a number of resource centers 
that were not polled, for example, various commu«- 
nity organizations and the University Affiliated 
Centers* This is, nonetheless, the first large 
scale attempt to identify libraries and information 
centers in the field of mental retardation. It is
